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The Yuri Solovey Collection of Canada 


Yuri Solovey is an international investor and businessman with a passion for traveling and culture and is drawn 
to paper money because of its artistry and history. He is a serious collector whose holdings span the globe 
and recognizes the pursuit of bank notes as one of the finer and more enjoyable aspects in life. Tonight we are 
privileged to offer selections from Mr. Solovey’s Canadian collection, which focuses primarily on notes of the 
Dominion of Canada and the Bank of Canada. 


The collection is composed of many of the important Canadian issues emitted between 1870 and 1925 by the 
national government, including: 


e The 1870 Series $1 note with MANITOBA overprint which is believed to likely be unique in private hands. 
e The 1878 $2 payable in St. John and believed to be one of only two notes in private hands. 


e A 1911 $500 “Queen Mary” Specimen; with only three issued $500s known to exist, this is one of about the 
same number of Specimens known. 


e An excessively rare 1911 $1000 “King George V" Specimen; issued examples of this design are even scarcer 
than the 1911 $500, with only two examples split between private and institutional holdings. 


e Face and Back Proofs of an impressive 1924 $50,000 oversized “Bank Legal” issue, are much like large 
denomination United States issues, these were intended for interbank transactions rather than for general 
circulation. Needless to say, these Face and Back Proofs along with Specimens are the only way to acquire 
this design. 


e Face and Back Proofs of an impressive 1901 $1,000 “Bank Legal” issue. Not collectible outside of Proof or 
Specimen form. 


e The 1925 $500 “George V" Specimen; only seven issued examples are known in private hands with an eighth 
in an institutional collection. 


¢ One of only seven collectible complete ($1-$1000) denomination sets of the 1954 Devil's Face Specimens. 


The Dominion of Canada issues closely parallel the issue of United States federal paper money. Both 
supplemented private bank issues (those of Canadian Chartered Banks and United States National Banks) 
and were ultimately supplanted by essential central bank issues (the Bank of Canada and the Federal Reserve 
Bank). The Bank of Canada issues (1935-present) in Mr. Solovey’s collection include many popular regular 
issues such as the 1954 Devil's Face notes as well as a number of Specimens, including a complete ($1-$1000) 
denomination set of the Issue of 1937 Specimens. 


This is the first of a number of highly specialized offerings of world banknotes from Mr. Solovey. His collection 


abounds with rarities, including some stunning United States banknotes in our Platinum Night this week.

An uncut sheet of Face Proofs with the third party back label stating that this sheet is unaffected by issues on the cardstock, followed by the facts of a corner 
missing and tears. We have only auctioned two items on this rare issuer previously. Our last offering of the two was this exact sheet that brought almost $5,000 in 
January 2013.

The 1866 issue marked the first currency issued by the newly established Dominion of Canada, which came into existence in 1867. The government opted to con- 
tinue the 1866 issue until the first formal issue of Dominion currency was printed in 1870. All Province of Canada issues are scarce, with the higher denomina- 
tions generally unobtainable. This piece, payable at Montreal, is a moderately circulated example with some well done restorations. Graced by an attractive serial 
number 116666.

This evenly circulated “Payable at Toronto” dollar comes from the first true Federal issue (save for the earlier overprinted Bank of Montreal examples). These 
notes entered circulation in January 1867, just months before Confederation, when the Province of Canada would disappear as a political entity, and circulated 
until replaced by the first Dominion issue in 1870. The Toronto variety had a limited printing of 150,000; however, very few have survived with all notes from the 
1866 issue considered scarce in any grade. Currently, just seven notes are known in private hands. This historical example has been well preserved and resides in 
a comment free holder.

ST. JOHN is overprinted on this Province of Canada $1 that was payable in Toronto. Portraits of Champlain and Cartier flank the central vignette that has a 
farmer and sailor standing by the Arms of the Province of Canada. There are five examples known, one of which is held in an institutional collection. While this 
note has seen its share of circulation it is still completely intact and attractive with good color. In our 2018 FUN World Currency Signature Auction we sold an 
example in similar, but impaired, condition for $12,000. Expect this problem-free example to sail past that result.

Bold black and green tints along with strong signatures are seen on this 
example. The grading company mentions the lower right corner reat- 
tached as well as a small repair in the upper right corner. To date, we have 
yet to offer an example of this Dominion Ace in a grade above Very Fine, 
and nothing the population reports has been denoted outside this grade 
range.

A portrait of Jacques Cartier and an allegorical vignette of Athena pointing to Canada’s location on a globe appear on the face of this design along with green 1 
and ONE protectors. The back indicates that the note is payable in Toronto. This so-called “large date” variety still faces up quite well with bright paper and good 
colors. It is among the nicest and brightest that we have seen, with nothing finer listed above Very Fine at PMG or in the CPMS census.

An excessively rare note from the first Dominion of Canada issue. This “Payable at Toronto” variety features the vertically stamped overprint “Manitoba” to the 
right of the central vignette on the front. While this example is quite well circulated, the note remains fully intact. A true rarity and desirable in any condition, 
this piece is the sole graded example in the PMG Census. As a rule, any United States banknote that is unique in private hands, despite being heavily circulated, 
would sail well into the five figure range at auction, perhaps even beyond. The Manitoba overprint makes it a distinctly special type for Canada, making it com- 
parable to the DC-9c in terms of rarity. That note, also offered here today, realized nearly $25000 just a few short years ago.

Despite about a dozen and a half notes known to be in collector hands, 
auction offerings are very rare. The rarity helped this note sail past the 
$5,000 mark at auction just a couple years ago.

A rare “Payable at Halifax” two dollars from the 1870 issue. The design of 
this note features a central vignette of the Indian Chief sitting on the bluff 
watching a train pass below and the dual portraits of General Wolfe and 
General Montcalm. Although heavily circulated with internal damage, 
very few DC-3d’s are known to exist and only 4 examples show up in the 
PMG Population Report. A decade ago, Tom Flynn’s PMG VG 8 realized 
$5,175, with no offerings by us since.

The scarcer Scalloped Border is seen on this evenly circulated “Payable 
at Montreal” example featuring the portrait of Countess of Dufferin on 
the front and the Great Seal of Canada on the back. Bold inks, strong 
signatures, and a full border design are visible on this early 1878 issue. A 
lone finer example has passed through our auctions, an EF-AU that sold 
for more than $9,000 in 2006. This piece is as lovely as most will ever have 
the opportunity to buy with a catalog price of $4,500 in VF.

PMG has 
yet to grade anything above Very Fine, and this is the brightest and most 
attractive example of the Charlton number that we have ever handled.

The only note that we have 
handled that can compare to it, is the Tom Flynn PMG EF 40 that realized 
more than $4,000 in our 2008 Central States Signature Auction.

A scarcer “Payable at Halifax” type from this early issue. The lettered border 
is seen on this Plate B example featuring the Countess of Dufferin (wife of 
the Governor General) on the front and the Great Seal of Canada along with 
the receiver general office of Halifax on the back. A total of 11 examples are 
enumerated in the census, two of which are part of the National Currency 
Collection. Just one other example of this scarce issue has been offered in our 
auctions, and that was well over a decade ago. Evenly circulated and residing 
in a problem free holder.

An elusive “Payable at St. John” example from the 1878 issue with the Earl of Dufferin’s portrait on the face and the Great Seal of Canada on the back. A limited 
quantity of 50,000 notes from this receiver general office were printed, which was the lowest of any of the four domiciliary locations. As of 2016, the Canadian 
Paper Money Society Note Registry reported five known examples of the St. John variety, with three of those held in institutional collections. The PMG 
Population Report shows three graded pieces, a Good 6, Very Good 10, and Fine 15. The example from the famed Dauer Collection of Canadian Currency was 
graded Good 6, with this example bearing much stronger printed designs. When last offered a half decade ago, this piece realizing a few dollars short of $25,000 
CAD. Today’s market for Canadian rarities is undoubtedly hotter. An annotation over the back seal is noted on this Dominion of Canada rarity.

The decision to issue the 1887 $2 notes was likely motivated by the exten- 
sive counterfeiting of the Series 1878 issue. While the first 4,000,000 notes 
lacked a series designation, the final 600,000 were designated as Series A, 
creating a note which is rare today in all grades. According to a Canadian 
Paper Money Society survey in 2016, only 22 notes were recorded in the 
A series, including this example. Most recently, a heavily damaged note 
with rust and tape sailed past $1,750. This piece is quite nice, despite its 
amount of circulation and a small tear, the colors and major design ele- 
ments remain quite attractive.

This issue saw extensive use in circulation, with surviving notes rarely 
seen in grades above Very Fine. As the highest end possible for a VF, we 
have offered just two finer examples in auction. Those two included a 
PMG 50 that realized $4,400 in 2013, and PMG 66 EPQ at $17,250 in 2011. 
The paper here is bright and only lightly circulated with solid vignettes 
and a strong penned signature. Lovely and very hard to find any finer.

An evenly circulated and attractive Series B example of the scarcer variety 
with the “ONEs” curved inward on the back. Portraits of the Countess 
and Earl of Aberdeen are seen flanking the vignette of a log drive on 
the Canadian river on the face. Our estimate might appear aggressive 
here, however, this note is markedly nicer than the PMG 25 and PMG 30 
that we recently offered. In fact, it is much closer in fresh and attractive 
appearance to the 35 EPQ we offered in 2015 for $1,410.

While slightly more common than the DC-13a, PMG has yet to grade a 
note in Uncirculated condition.

The central logging 
vignette is popular and rarely offered above Very Fine. In fact, no finer 
examples have been offered by us since we last sold this note for more 
than $1,600 in 2015. Before that, a PMG 50 realized $2,115 in 2014, anda 
PMG 58 crossed the $8,000 mark in 2008.

To date, just two finer 
examples have passed through our auction, one impaired by mounting 
remnants. Lovely and difficult to locate any finer.

A colorful example of this popular Canadian issue that comes with a cen- 
tral vignette of a log drive.

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Edward, the Prince of Wales who would later reign as King Edward VII, is depicted at left. Scarce in all grades, only the first 700,000 notes were printed with a 
red-brown back before the color scheme was changed. Despite some repairs, this is the finest graded example to ever appear in one of our auctions. Much nicer 


than a PMG Fine 15 that topped $7000 in an auction last year.

Just one finer example of this number has crossed the auction block at 
Heritage, a PMG 35 that last realized $2,820. Even VFs are not offered 
with any great regularity, with this piece off the market for at least a half 
decade. PMG notes a foreign substance which is only visible in the mar- 
gin on back.

A pleasing, well margined, and evenly circulated Series B note of the 1897

find any public auction records for.

This is among the finest notes of the Charlton number that we have had 
the opportunity to offer. Just two finer third party graded examples have 
passed through our auctions, a PMG 45 EPQ in 2008 at $4,600 and a 
PMG 64 in 2010 at $9,775. This piece boast solid printed details, rich and 
red serial numbers, and a full penned signature at bottom left.

Edward, Prince of Wales (who became King Edward VII upon the death 
of Queen Victoria in 1901) is featured in a proud stance on this excellent 
F series example. The light green underprint and countersign are both 
strong and outstanding, indicating the note was not put through heavy 
use although it did acquire a few pinholes that have been repaired.

A scarce Specimen from the early Dominion of Canada issue with always popular fishing vignette and the portrait of the Prince of Wales, who later became King 
Edward VII. Bold black and green tints are seen on the face and this example features the dark brown colors on the back. This is one of a total of four examples 
graded in the PMG Census. Two POCs and a designation of “Exceptional Paper Quality” is seen on this Specimen issue.

Excellent paper quality, bold 
inks, and great centering all highlight the very desirable piece. This is the 
first appearance in one of our auctions, and despite a tiny bend, is lovely 
and fully Gem in appearance.

A pleasing $4 example of the intriguing 1900 issue. This date was short- 
lived and replaced two years later as the note’s central vignette displayed 
the American side rather than the Canadian side of the Sault Ste. Marie 
locks. The dual portraits of Lady and Lord Minto along with the back 
vignette of Nepean Point remained unchanged. Evenly circulated and 
residing in a problem free holder; scarce in higher grades.

This is easily the scarcest of the three Charlton numbers for this denomi- 
nation.

Although not the finest graded example in the PMG Census, this beauty 
is the highest graded example of the DC-17a number that we have offered 
without any impairments. Lovely and problem-free.

This pleasing example is the 1902 variety with the denomination “Four” spelled out at top left and right. Even more interesting is presence of a cutting error with 
a wide top margin that shows a tiny bit of the preceeding note, while the bottom margin is only on the right half of the note. 


The design seen here was used only on the issues of 1900 and 1902 and issued for twelve years in total. Over that time period a total of 2,496,000 notes made it 
into circulation ($9,984,000 in face value). Canadian bank records show just $29,000 was outstanding in 1950. For the DC-17b catalog number, this Dominion $4 
is the 2nd Finest Graded example is the PMG Census. More importantly, it ranks among the finest of all Canadian $4s at PMG, with just two DC-16s also record- 
ed in Uncirculated condition. Nothing in the CPMS note registry suggests that the grade rarity here is in jeopardy, as it is one of the top 4 or 5 $4 notes known 
from the entirety of the 1882, 1900, or 1902 issues. Drawing comparisons to the United States banknote market, if a denomination was only issued for a few short 
decades, and was also a condition census note with a comparable number of survivors, we would easily be looking at a mid to high five figure banknote... perhaps 
more.

The 
Zanzibar Rupee replaced the Zanzibar Ryal, and was first issued in 1908. Interestingly, the Zanzibar Rupee was 1:1 to the Indian Rupee, and was circu- 
lated until 1936. It was also this time that the East African Shilling became legal tender. All denominations are uniface, an Arab dhow is noticed to the 
left, and a clove harvesting scene to right. Each scene is beautifully highlighted by Arabic arches that effortlessly adds to the broader tang of the design.
